Matthias Eiden. one of 
Portage 


county's most respected pioneers, has 
joined the great army of those who 
have gone to their eternal rest, passing 
away at his home south of Ellis, in the 
town of Sharon, at 3:30 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. Death was caused by 
hardening of the arteries and the end 
came peacefully, the venerable patient 
being conscious to the very last, al- 
though be bad been unable to speak 
For a couple of days. He bad been in 
failing health for about one and one- 
balf years, and was confined to his 
bed for the past five weeks. 


Matthias Eiden was born in the vil- 


age of Reinsfeld, Kriea Trier, Ger- 
many, Feb. 17, 1837, and was there- 
fore 76 year of age. 
He came to this 


country with bis parents and other 
members of the family in 1855, and 
lived for a few months at Fond do 
Lac, after which they moved to Ellis 
and settled on farming lands, Matthias 
being employed on log drives and run- 
ning rafts down the river for a few 
years. 
In 1866 be was married to 


Mary Koltz, who passed away Oct. 22, 
jl91J, and they are survived by two 
sons and three daughters, Peter of this 


I city, Nicholas of Arnott, Misses Mary 
1 and Barbara and Mrs. J olios Mueller, 
who live on the old homestead, which 
haa been the family home for nearly 
half a century. Mr. Mueller has had 
charge of the farm for the past couple 
of years. 
Besides those mentioned, 


the deceased is also survived by two 
brothers, John of Ellis and Nicholas of 
this city. 
Another brother, Peter, 


died at Ellis last fall, and an older 
brother, who was likewise named John, 
died at Tomahawk in 1907. 


Mr. Eiden was one of Portage coun- 


ty'? most prosperous and progressive 
farmers, a man who etcod high in the 
estimation of all who knew him, being 
kind, 
companionable of disposition,

:ents a pound, is shown by investiga- 
ions conducted by classes in home 
conomics at the University of Wiscon- 
in. These estimates were made on 
be basis of sixty-five pounds of chicken 


purchased for the cafeteria at Lathrop 
Hall, the woman's building at the uni- 
versity. 


The investigation 
of 
the 
young 


women show that of the 65 pounds of 
chicken purchased for a meal at the 
cafeteria, 20 are lost in dressing, and 
nearly 17 more in cooking. 
Thus the 


65 pounds of chicken has shrunk to 28 
pounds by the time it comes from the 
fire. As approximately 11J pounds of 
this 28 pounds consist ot bone and 
other inedible matter, oniy about 164 
pounds of the original 65 can be used 
for food. This is a little over one- 
fourth of the gross weight. 


The young women have also figured 


out that there are 77 servings in the j 
edible portion of the chicken, and that I 
the actual cost of the meat alone in j 
each one of these servings is very 
nearly 16* cents. Taking into account 
the cost of fuel, labor for preparing j 
the chicken, dishwashing, care of the] 
kitchen, and general wear and tear on ' 
equipment, the cost for each serving 
of chicken is brought up to approxim- 
ately 22 cents. 


These results show that since the 


cafeteria is now selling an order of 
chicken for fifteen cents, seven cents 
are being lost on each serving.

Year Term. 


SAYS 
SHE WILL NOT EAT 


Woman Convicted In London for In- 


citing Persons to Commit Dam- 


age—Three Attempts to 


Barn Homes. 


London, April 5.-<-"Human life Is 


now in peril, for we have resolved no 
longer to respect it and trouble of all 
sorts must be faced " 


This statement was made on Thurs- 


day by a leading suffragette following 
the conviction of Mrs. Emmaline Pank- 
hurst in Old Bailey and her sentence 
to three years' penal servitude on the 
charge of inciting her followers to 
commit damage. 


It was asserted Mrs Pankhurst ad- 


mitted some weeks ago that she urged 
the placing of the explosive which 


, wrecked the summer home of Lloyd- 


George at daybreak February 19. 


TLe trial had lasted two days. The 


Jury added to its verdict of guilty a 
strong recommendation for mere}, and 
when the judge pronounced the heavy 
sentence of three years the croud of 
women in the courtroom rose in angry 
protest. 


As Mrs. Pankhurst stood up in the 


prisoners' inclosure, her sympathizers 
cheered wildly and then filed out of 
court, singing "March On' March On!" 
to the tune of the "Marseillaise." Mrs 
Pankhurst's closing address to the 
jury lasted 50 minutes 
She informed 


the court that she did not wish »o call 
any witnesses. In her address she fre- 
quently wandered so far from the mat- 
ter before the court that the judge cen- 
sured her. 


Mrs Pankhurst denied any malicious 


Incitement. 


"Neither I nor the other militant 


suffragettes are wicked or malicious," 
she said. 


"Whatever may be my sentence, I 


will not submit. From the very mo- 
ment I leave the court I will refuse to 
eat. 
I will come out of the prison 


•dead or alive at the earliest possible 
moment." 


Justice Lush in passing 
sentence 


said' "I must pass a severe sentence 
on you 
If jou would only realize the 


wrong you are doing and use your in 
fluence in the right direction I should 
be the first to use my best endeavors 
to secure a mitigation of your sen- 
tence.
